Prof. John H. Fin ley , presiden t of 
Kn ox College, was then in trodu ced 
an d gav e the address of the ev en in g. 
The professor i» on e of the y ou n gest 
college presiden ts in the cou n try an d 
wa- a classmate of Mrs. A. G. Ju dd of 
ou r city , who as Miss Fu ller was for 
y ears on e of Dix on ’s most su ccessfu l 
teachers. 
The professor’s address was u n like 
the u su al platform lectu re. 
It was 
n ot a lectu re—scarcely cou ld be called 
an address: there was n o attempt at 
oratory or eloqu en ce. 
It was simply a 
talk: bu t a talk which while apparen t­ 
ly u n stu died, gav e ev iden ce that the 
talker kn ew 
what he 
was talkin g 
abou t, an d held the u n div ided atten ­ 
tion of 
its 
au ditors. 
W hile 
the 
address was n ot bu ilt u p in regu lar 
sequ en ce, some of its proposition s seem­ 
in g to hav e bu t slight con n ection with 
that which preceded or followed, y et 
each was v itally related to the whole. 
He open ed with a referen ce to his own 
gradu ation an d an optimistic qu otation 
from his commen cemen t address, the 
on ly address which he ev er made—he 
said—of an y importan ce. 
He 
had, 
howev er, retain ed his optimism ami 
believ ed the world was growin g better, 
an d he thou ght it wou ld be better than 
it is n ow when this class leav es it—a 
proposition which he seemed to thin k 
n eeded a little ex plan ation , so he su p- 
plimen ted that rem ark with the on e 
that he believ ed they wou ld leav e the 
world better than they fou n d it, better 
for what they had don e while they 
were in it.

then spotte of the chan ge of ou r ideals, 
in a gradu ally ascen din g scale. 
The 
ileal Kn ight of the mediev al age was 
the soldier who fou ght to rescu e the 
holy sepu lcher. Now the ideal Kn ight 
is somethin g more. 
He whose aim it 
is to right the wron gs of the world is 
n ot a defen der of an empty sepu lcher; 
bu t a follower of its risen occu pan t—a 
stu den t of the tru th. 
Man s wisdom 
reaches on ly a little way ou t in to the 
great ocean of tru th. 
The ideal man 
is n ot a cy n ic, n or a pedan t, ty u t a mod­ 
est seeker after tru th. 
The child an d 
the sav age liv e on ly in the presen t, bu t 
by dev elopmen t we learn to appropri­ 
ate from the past the wealth that lies 
there an d pu t it in to the presen t. 
Millais u sed to 
pain t man y back­ 
grou n ds for his pictu res u n til ho se­ 
cu red the richest resu lts.

t he i r gr e a t C aptain ab ove, who ga v e 
to the m t he victory. 
R i ght ly did t he 
Israelites honor the m em orial stone 
they had placed at t he v e ry e n tr a n c e 
of the promised land. 
R ightly does 
every nation pay its t r ib u te of respect 
and honor to those who upheld it in 
tim e of troub le: nor a r e t he m em orials 
la ck in g in ou r n a tion ’s history. 
W e have ga the r e d today to pay the 
t r ib u te of m em ory to those of t he 
b r a v e b oys in b lue who no more look 
upon the land for which they fought. 
A fte r the first shout of victory, comes 
the m ournful strain of t b e dirge: then

But it is now 30 years 
since we called those b r a v e pa triots 
b a c k from gory fields and prison walls 
to t he hom e which t he y had won. 
T hi r t y ye a rs ha v e passed, since t ha t 
gra n d shout of “ victory’’ w ent up from 
shore to shore, r e v e r b e r a t i n g am on g 
t he hills and vales and ios in gitse lf a t 
last am id t he rolling

Pacific. 
T hose thirty ye a rs hav e b een 
years of steady progress for our nation, 
and now a youn ger ge n e ra tion i» gr ow ­ 
ing up who n e ithe r saw nor heard a n y­ 
t hi n g of t ha t tum ultuous strife. And as 
the y see these mounds and stones, and 
ob serve t he honor in w hich we hold

c ou n t r y’s cause. 
U n d e r com m an d of 
ga l la n t leaaers, onward the y pushed, 
with one hope b e a tin g in t he he a rts of 
a ll,— “ O u r country shall 
b e sav ed .” 
T he b a ttle s were fierce, t he m a r c he s 
long, privations manifold and rations 
scarce, 
b ut thr ou gh 
difficulties and 
d angers, thr ou gh fire and waters, t ha t 
! host m a rc he d on, 
nor stopped 
nor 
stayed till 
once 
more 
t he 
nation 
b re a the d freely. 
At len gth cam e news 
of “ s u r r e n d e r ,” and a shou t of victory 
went up from every loyal city and 
village in

n a tion ’s land. 
It filled t he valleys, 
and striding the m ountain tops, u p­ 
ward it leaped until it touched t he 
clouds, and the n

S u m pte r ha d b een fired upon, and the 
gr e a t he a r t of A m e r i c a heaved and 
throb b ed a» the war fiend shouted his 
shrill cry over the land. 
Its echoes 
had scarcely died aw ay, when gadder 
news ca m e ha ste n in g on —t ha t t he (lag, 
the proud e m b lem of our 
nation's 
honor, 
“ aroun d 
whose every silken 
c hord the he a r t strings of a free peo­ 
ple had b een tw in in g for well nigh a 
c e n tu ry'' had 
b een dishonored: t ha t 
t ha t b a n n e r of stars and stripes, which

tha t inspired its defenders to restore 
its honor? 
T he r e is b ut one word t ha t 
can express the love, t he fire, the zeal 
t ha t was shown, and t ha t one word is 
patriotism —a 
thin g of the 
he a rt. 
P a tr i ot is m —a fire tl at b u rn ed in the 
silent w atches of the n i ght as well as in 
t he b t s y m a r c he s of t he d u y: patriotism 
—a t hou ght t ha t was voiced in t he God 
b less you of the aged 
mrent: a love 
t ha t glistened in t he t e a r s of the b r a v e 
wife, and a hope t ha t glowed b r ightly 
in the sw eet “ b ye-b ye” of t he infan t 
child, as the b rave patriots left t he ir 
happy homes for w earisom e m a rc he s, 
b attles t ha t were fierce, and n ights 
t ha t were sleepless. 
And 
how 
did 
the y 
fight? 
My 
child, 
no 
need 
to 
ask. 
W e 
c a r e 
not 
now 
to 
r e ­ 
pe a t the tales of those gory scenes or 
look again upon desolate fields or r e d ­ 
dened stream s. 
Enough! 
T he nation 
was saved, thou gh it c a m e forth d r i p­ 
ping with t he b lood of t he loyal b rave. 
T he deep b lack clouds t ha t had hu n g 
like a pall of d e a th over t he country, 
a t last se pa ra te d and 
melted away, 
leaving t he skies once more serene. 
Yes! those mounds and stones tell of 
w a r —horrid w a r —whose c ha r iot dashes 
throu gh pool» of b lood, c rushes ha ppy 
homes b e n e a th its wheels and sca tte rs 
desolation far and near. 
T he n , too, 
those stones tell of victory: else were 
they not the re . 
T he y tell the story of 
the patriotism t ha t would not re st u n ­ 
til it was victorious; and those mounds 
must also tell w ha t t he victory cost. 
T he i r n u m b e r scarely counts t he dead, 
b ut you m ust more t ha n q u a d r u ple t ha t 
n u m b e r to tell of those who suffered. 
T he r e an aged fa the r m ou rn s t he loss 
of his b ra v e b oys; t he r e a home is b e­ 
reft of a husb and and father: 
t he r e a 
lonely sister weeps for he r only b r ot he r 
slain: while there, as a sense of her 
desolation comes over her, t he a gon iz ­ 
ing cry of t he b ride is heard . 
N or is 
t ha t a l l —some ha n d s w ere palsied, 
some he a r ts were chilled, 
and 
some 
minds were ruined b y t he d eep sorrow 
which hun g over all. 
Now, a» you see 
all this desolation, say 
“ v ictory” 
if 
you will, to the nation; and it will 
point you, like the Israelites of old, to 
t ha t lofty 
position 
from 
which our 
gr e a t le a d e r and e m a n c ipa t or could 
look b eyond and see t he promised land, 
b ut was not perm itted to e n te r therein . 
Today a different scene meets our 
eyes. 
P e a c e w re a ths our b orders and 
dwells in all our land. 
B u t while we 
enjoy its b lessings, 
let us r e m e m b e r 
the self-denial and 
heroic 
devotion 
t ha t secured it. 
T he story is now 'fini» hed, and the 
children aga in turn to the mounds and 
stones, b eholding t he ir m othe rs and j 
sister» b usied with ga r la n d s and flow­ 
er» whose f r a gr a n c e and nonor w e r e , 
for yesterday. 
May God b les» the 
land for which 
our patriots b led—the 
coun try 
for 
which they died.
